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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The use of the term "obtainable" renders the claims non-enabled by the 
specification. The specification is directed to silica which is prepared by the claimed 
process. The claims are not limited to the silica prepared by the process by rather open 
to any silica. The proper claim language would be -obtained by-. 

4. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

5. The use of the term "obtainable" renders the claims indefinite. The proper 
terminology would be -obtained by-. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 



(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 1-28and 30-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, 
in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Micouin et al. US 6,191,205 
or Esch et al. US 2005/0282951 or Dokter et al. WO 01/07364. 

9. Each of the cited documents shows precipated silica which shares properties 
with the claimed silica, see Micouin et al. at column 2 lines 19+, Esch et al in the 
abstract and Dokter et al. at pages 4+. These patents further show using the sliica with 
coupling agents and diene polymer compositions. The use of the composition in tire 
applications is disclosed as well. 

10. The process steps outlined in claim 1 are not further limiting. The "obtainable" 
term does not limit the process. Further, the claims are directed to a composition. The 
patentability of product-by-process claims is determined by the product. There is no 
difference in the product of the prior art and that as claimed. 
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11. In the event that one of ordinary skill would not immediately envisage each of the 
claimed limitations from the cited art, then the claimed invention is prima facie obvious 
from the cited art given that each of the compositional ingredients art fully disclosed and 
one of ordinary skill is directed to combine them in the manner claimed. 

12. In the event that each claimed property limitation is not fully disclosed, case law 
has well established that a rejection under 35 USC 102/103 is proper and the burden is 
hereby shifted to applicant to show or allege that the art fails to inherently possess 
properties that render obvious or anticipate those claimed. 

13. Claim 29 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 103(a) as obvious over Micouin et al. US 6,191 ,205. 

14. This patent exemplifies thermo-mechanical rubber compounding, see column 1 1 
lines 15+. The claimed thermo-mechanical compounding process is considered a 
conventional process for preparing diene rubber compositions. The claimed steps are 
outlined in the examples. Cooling the mixture to below 100°C and subsequent 
vulcanization is described at line 24. The patent does not identify a "non-productive" 
step as compared to a "productive" step as claimed. This is considered anticipated or 
obvious from the disclosure. These are known rubber processing steps and the non- 
productive mixing would be inherent from this disclosure when the initial charge is 
prepared. The productive step is obtained when the temperature is elevated and the 
mixing continues. As such the limitations are anticipated.
